No. ADM/LAW/UH66 ) — In exercise of the powers 
conferred by Section 7 of the Employment of Children 
Act, 1938 (XXVI of 1938), as extended to the Union 
Territory of Dadra and Nagar Haveli, the Administra- 
tor, Dadra and Nagar Haveli, as the competent authority 
hereby makes the following rules, namely 

1. Short title, extent .and commencement. 

I 1 ) These rules may be called the Employment of 
Children (Dadra and Nagar Haveli) Rules, 
1965. 

(2) They shall extend to the whole of the Union 
Territory of Dadra and Nagar Haveli. 

( 3 ) They shall come into force on the date of their 
publication in the Official Gazette. 

2. Definitions. — In these rules, unless the context 
otherwise requires — ■ 

(1) “the Act” means the Employment of Children 
Act, 1938; 

(2) “registered medical practitioner” means a medi- 
cal practitioner registered under any law made 
by Parliament or by the Legislature of a State, 
which provides for the maintenance of a regis- 
ter of medical practitioners; 

(3) “Section" means a section of the Act. 

3. Power of inspector appointed under Section 6 — - 

An Inspector appointed by the Administrator under Sec- 
tion 6 of the Act may at any time enter 

( 1 ) any workshop wherein persons are employed in 
any of the processes set forth in the Schedule 
to the Act, or 

(2) any premises which he may suspect to be a 
workshop and may require any person to give 
evidence, or take evidence of such person and 
exercise such powers of inspection, as he may 
deem necessary for carrying out the 
purposes of the Act. 

4. Certificate of age.— Any registered medical practi- 
tioner may grant certificate of age in respect of young 
persons in employment or seeking employment in a 
workshop. 

5. Form of Certificate. — A certificate under Rule 4 
shall be in the form appended to these rules.
